MARVIN GIVES CHARGE 

March Literary Review to 
Carry Dr. H. S. Canhy’s 
Complete Adress 

Addrensinr the 138 fradnstes of the 
Univereity, Dr. Henry Seidel Cenby, 
one of America’e foremoet llterery crit- 
tce, delivered s eulogy of John Oale- 
■worthy at the mid-winter convocation 
of The OeorKO Waebinrton University 
which was held in Conatitution Hall 
last Wednesday nifht. 

Dr. Canby, editor of the Saturday 
Keview of Litoratore and a member of 
the faculty of Yale University, was 
well qualifled to deliver the euolry, 
aside ^m his ability as a literary 
eritie, as he was intimately associated 
with the eminent British novelist and 
dramatist. Dr. Canby’s address unfor- 
tunately is too lencthy to be included 
in the columns of The Hatchet It will, 
however, published in the March ia- 
stM of the Literary Review.

No, leisure will be of 
worth. only if we understand how to 
.nse It.

Thm Studtmt Council Ho$ Apparently 
Acted Without Counting to Ten 

At • recent meeting of the Student Council, ac- 
tion wae taken which, In effect, will exclude atten- 
dance of a Hatchet reporter at Student Council 
msatlaga. By taking euch action members of the 
Cooncil not only ignore the right of their con- 
etituente to acrutinlze their activities as represent- 
ativee of the student body but also set themselves 
up as qualified judges of the news value of the 
pnSaedlngs of the Council. The Hatchet believes 
that in both instances the Student Council is In 
error and that they have reached their decision 
without serious deliberation on either of the points 
mentioned above. 

In the flfat place The Hatchet has no idea of 
prying into the business dl the Student Council. 
It is, however, our belief thjat student interest can 
. and will be stimulated by the publication of the 
toisstdlngs of that body. For instance, members 
: ef ' the Endlnsering School are .entitled to know

Likewise it is to the best Intprssts ^ the repre- 
sehtatives of any particular school in the Univer- 
sity to project their activities before not only 
cb* ^roi^Which-jalecteii them but, the. entirg qtu^ 
dent body. Such a procedure cun only serve t(T 
swing the support of interested students behind the 
representatives who are entitled to that support 
and also to bring to light lack of activity on the 
part of Council membara whose attitude warrants 
such a focUi of attention. 

As to the function of passing upon the news 
value of Student Council activities, it seems to The 
Hatchet that the situation may be very well taken 
care of by the ethica of journalism. 

It is' not the province of news stories, as such, 
to utter opinion either for or against the aubject 
matter of their content. Such duty is entirely an 
editorial one. It is not only the privilege, but the 
relantlaee purpose of news stories to picture con- 
dittons as they exist with no respect to persons or 
policies involved, and it is and shall continue to be 
the policy of The University Hatchet to uphold 
these standards of journalism. Therefore, this 
publleation is bound to report the procedings of 
the Student Council in their entirety and leave 
valuations of merits to the students who read the 
paper. To do this it is necessary that a Hatchet 
reporter attend all meetings of the Student Council. 

.There are several things which might be called 
to the attention of the student body concerning the 
roemt meetings of tha Council at which certain 
leaders of campus organizations were brought to 
testify. It seema that no record was kept of the 
vadea upon the question of the attendance of a 
Hatchet raportag, From this it may be deduced 
that no record was kapt of the votes, if any, on 
other quaetiona. At tne meeting which decided 
UMB the faU of The Hatchet reporter, there were 
five absentees. This may or may not be a regular 
thing at Council meetings. The Hatchet does not 
proBume to criUeiie the actions of the Student 
Council in their own field of endeavor. Members 
of the Council nuy or may not attend the meetings, 
as they ehooie. The secretary may or may not 
keep minutes aa he or she chooses, but The Hatchet 
doaa maintain that euch records are of interest 
to the student body and should be placed before 
them. Therefore, to reiterate, The Hatchet 'feels 
that the presence of a reporter at Council meet- 
tnga la neceesary to the enlightenment of the stu- 
dent body concerning the activities of the Student 
Council.

Lilies, Orchids, Rate | 
As Medicinals; Said 
^ To Aggravate Pulse 

Parhapa the ban on coraagea will 
soon ha lifted around George Washing- 
ton, now the information it out that 
thay have a madicinal value besMea 
that of beauty and fragrance. The 
Illy of the valley, known to the medical 
world aa Convzillaria majalia, might 
ha the hast ehoka for atmoaphara for 
the crucial momant, aa it ia a deddad 
atimulaat to tha hyart For the more 
extraivagant awain, orehida, which be- 
long to the tame family, could be la- 
lectM aa they, too, aggravate tha pulse. 
Both of these plants will bt grosm in 
tha drug garden which was started Fri- 
day by members of the junior class 
of the School of Pharmacy. 

Medieinal plants are used daily. In 
many bath t^uma one finds purified 
sillcisus earths coming from a plant 
usually Uving in and around watar. 
A deposit has bean found bare in Ana- 
coati*. This ia a very common bane 
for talcum, although It should not be 
confused srith face powder. It is used 
in madicine aa a dusting powder. 

The same subatanca that ia uaad for 
talcum is used In the preparation of 
hriefca. In South Carolina a larga do- 
poalt of tha drug has been found and 
purifiad for bricks used In the past 
year. The powdar comes from a plant 
which has the tendency to assimilate 
silieataa into plant eella. On tha death 
of the plant the aileate la. deposited. 

Moat coraagea are coiupoaed of two 
madicinal plants, the lily of the valley 
and the orchid. The Illy of the valley 
yialda the most expensive oil in per- 
fumery. 

Among the many plante and flowers 
to bo planted in the experimental gar- 
den will be iris versioalor, better known 
as blue flag iris. For tha broad tx- 
panaas and widely different climates 
and soils of the American continent, 
there ia no flower so unvaraally 
adapM as the iris. It withstonda 
equally the below-Bero teroperatara of 
C a n a dia n winters aa well aa hot, 
r e h I n g wiads and prolonged 
dronghts of the aummers bdow the 
Maaon-Dixon Line. 

Itiica can bt found in Biblical 
lands: the flower there referred to as 
the white Euter lily Is the white form 
of tM stately iris the vmriooi parU 
of Aeia Bfinor.

Matthews Spieaks 
* On War Problems 

Three Speakers Address Club 
at First Session of War 
Conference 

"The conception of the Nation, that 
ia, the idea that the intcresta of the 
majority are bast represented, by those 
of a small ruling class, must be de- 
stroyed if we are to have permanent 

r :e.” iiuch was the statement of J. 

Matthews, executive secretary of 
the Fellowship of Reconciliation and a 
speaker at the first aeaskm of the Lib- 
eral Club’s conference against war, 
held Thursday, February 28, at 8 p. m. 
in K-12. ' 

Mr. Matthews, the third speaker of 
the evening, addressed the conference 
on the snbjcct of "Thel Stndent and 
War." Ha was preceded by Daniel 
Honston Bnchanan, aaaociate professor 
of economics, who spoke on "The Far 
E!aat as a Henaoe ‘to World Peace," 
and Paul Harris, Jr., field secrets^ 
for the National (kiuncU for the Pre- 
vention of War and director of the 
Youth Peace (kinncil, who chose “The 
Death Racket” aa hia subject. 

Profeesor Bnchanan, after deprecat- 
ing India' as a posaibla menace to in- 
ternatioiwl tranquility, dascribad the 
Slno-Japaneae situation in Jehol and 
tha dai^r it constitutes aa a possible 
source of -world conflict. Mir. Harris 
recountod the efforts of munitions 
makers and others who profit directly 
through warfare to curtail peace move- 
ments and gsaarslly encourage inter- 
national hoatilittea. 

Open Discussion Held 
Aftsr Mr. Matthews’ talk on what 
tha student can do to ally himself with 
peace movements, the floor was thrown 
OMn to quaationi and diaenssions, 
smeh were participated in enthusias- 
tically. A raiolutions committee was 
thm appointsd, consisting of Alice 
Zucker, chairman, Lillian Shulman, 
Gifford Irion, Ben Hope, William Da- 
vit, Rosa Bnndy, William Brown, and 
Robert Shotted and charged with 
preranting rsaolotiona for thr consid- 
eration of the conference at the next 
evening’s meeting. 

The second session, held fa W-29, 
featured a debate between the Liberal 
Club and the Speaksn’ Ckingrass on 
“Can We Have Pesce Under Capital- 
ism." The Speakers’ Ckingress, repre- 
sented by David Betts and Robert Hall, 
took the affirnuktive aide, arguing that 
the accomplishments and projects of 
the various poaoe and diaarmament 
confaranCaa proved that peace was poe- 
alble undtr our present economic sys- 
tem. The negative, conaiating of Wil- 
liam Davis and Robert Shostaek, claim 
ad that peace and diaarmament con- 
ferences ^ve really aecempUahed prac- 
ticaliy nothing, and that fa capHsliani 
lies the root of all war. 

After some discussion of this sub- 
jori, and a abort diseusaien betweeu 
Alice Zucker and Ben Hope, chairman 
of the organization, on “What Students 
(fan Do,’” the conference took up the 
report of the resoiutiona committee. 
Reeolotioiia were psMwd ealling atUn 
tion to the fact that srar sraa not mere- 
ly a snbjeet for academic disenaaton, 
but a proaring proMeni, attacking 
American imparfalism and suggrirtioas 
of intervention into the internal affairs 
of Sovlot Ruaaia, and calling on ail 
other student organisations to cooper- 
ate srith the conferen c e against war. 
After deaignstiag the resehitiana cem- 
mittaa as a continuation eommittae in 
its entirety, the conference adjourned. 
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Local Court Games 
Date Back to 1906 

Basketball aa a varsity sport was 
first adopted by George Wa^ington 
University in the late autumn of 1908. 
This was one item in the general re- 
awakening of interest in athletiee 
which brought the Southern interrol- 
legiate track championship to G. W. 
and laid the foundation for the 1908 
football team, which won the South At- 
lantic title. 

Six victories were registered by this 
first Colonial quintet while, dropping 
only two conteata. Georgetown, Vir- 
ginia, Washington and Lae and Staun- 
ton were defeated; Virginia won one 
game from the Colonials by the score 
of 18 to 17, and Goorgetosrn nosed out 
a 16 to 13 victory fa one game.
